U. S. Marines have advanced | FEE 


1.500 yards inland on the north 
end of Tinian island and captured 
the western third of the 1,500- 
yard-long Tinian airstrip, Adm. 
Nimitz announced last night. 

The American assault forces 
which conquered Saipan island, 
three miles to the north, landed 
on Tinian Sunday, on the north- 
west coast adjacent to the Ushi 
Point airfield. 

Nimitz announced that Ameri- 
can invaders of Guam, at the end 
of the Marianas chain 125 miles 
south of Tinian, have completely 
cut off Japanese troops on Orote 
peninsula, site of Guam’s main 
airfield. 

Flements of the Second and 
Fourth Marine divisions, conquer- 
ers of Saipan, by nightfall Sunday 
hed firmly secured a beachhead 


two and a half miles jong and had | 
penetrated inland 1,500 yards at 


several places. 
CASUALTIES LIGHT 


“Our casualties through July 23 
were light,” Adm. Nimitz said in 
last night's communique. “The sit- 
vation may be considered well in 
hand.” 

Throughout Sunday resistance 
was confined largely to machine- 
gun and rifle fire, indicating the 
thoroughness with which preinva- 
sion bombardment knocked out 
coastal defenses. 

Progress across the 5,000-yard- 
wide island, with its airfield as the 
prime target and a push through 
to the east coast as its major ob- 
jective, was being made across 
reasonably good low land in con- 
tract to the ruggedness of Saipan 
and Guam.

Nimitz announced that the land- 
ings started at a point 2,500 yards 
south of Ushi Point, Tinian’s 
northernmost tip. and extended 
south along two and a half miles 
of beaches.

On Guam, the Third Marines 
approached to within less than a 
mile of Agana town and extended 
their beachhead inland 2,900 
vards, the deepest penetration et 
made.

To the south, the First Marines 
and units of the 77th Infantry Di- 
vision co-operated to hem in an 
unknown number of Japanese on 
the Orote peninsula, where 
Guam’s largest airfield is located.

ROME, July 24.—(4)—The end 
of the first year of Italy’s revolt 
against Fascism found American 
troops firmly established tonight 
along the southern bank of the 
Arno river between Florence and 
Pisa and preparing to assault the 
“Gothic line” guarding the one- 
third of Italy still in enemy hands. 

Doughboys already had fought 
their way through all of that por- 
tion of the historic city of Pisa 
which lies south of the Arno and 
were swiftly annihilating the few 
enemy pockets of resistance re- 
maining east of the city. Advance 
American elements crossed the 
Arno canal and occupied Cascina, 
nine miles east of Pisa. 

Florence, great inland communi- 
cations center and shrine of the 
arts, was almost within the grasp 
of other Fifth Army forces slug- 
ging northward along highway No.

LONDON, Tuesday, July 25.—(4)—Russian troops in a series of 
catastrophic strokes yesterday split the battered German armies in 
Poland by capturing the rail city of Lublin, toppled Lukow, only 60 
miles southeast of Warsaw, and crossed the San river in the south 
in a direct drive on German Silesia, less than 150 miles away.

The air carriers have had to 
meet a “staggering” cost through 
inability to operate under restrict- 
ed weather conditions, Groves said, 
pointing out that in 1940 5 per cent 
of all airline scheduled mileage 
was canceled because of below 
minimum weather conditions at 
terminal airports. 

The CAA has not lowered ceil- 
ing and visibility minimums, he 
said, “simply because facilities to 
increase the reliability and safety 
of approach procedures were not 
available.” 

Joseph T. Geuting Jr., vice presi- 
dent of General Aircraft Corpora- 
tion, said it is safe to expect post- 
war personal planes requiring less 
landing area than the prewar mod- 
els, and suggested development of 
landing facilities specifically plan- 
ned for the improved models.

HELP SAVE THE WOUNDED 


NEW YORK, July 24.—(7)—J. 
L. Egan, vice president of West- 
ern Union, today upheld his com- 
pany’s acceptance of President 
Roosevelt’s congratulatory tele- 
gram to Sen. Harry S. Truman 
on the grounds that “presumably 
it constituted an exception” to an 
official ban on such messages. 

“If the President had the au- 
thority to authorize issuance of 
the ban he has the authority to 
modify, alter or rescind it,” Egan 
said in a statement. 

The President’s message to Sen. 
Truman, Democratic vice presi- 
dential nominee, sent to him in 
Chicago last gen said: 

“I send you my heartiest con- 
gratulations on your victory. I am 
of course happy to have you run 
with me. Let me know yours 
plans, I shall see you very soon. 

“Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

The ban against congratulatory 


telegrams was established March 
6, 1942, by a presidential order 
delegating powers to the Board of 
War Communications. 

Egan said the telegram orig- 
inally was dispatched by a com- 
pany operator in Washington with- 
out the knowledge of any super- 
visory employe after it had been 
received over a private wire from 
the White House. 

Western Union refused to send 
a similar telegram from Wendell 
L. Willkie congratulating Gover- 
nor Thomas E, Dewey on his des- 
ignation as the Republican presi- 
dential candidate several weeks 


ago. 

Clifford J. Durr, federal com- 
munications commissioner, said in 
Washington last Saturday that he 
knew of no special wartime au- 
thority giving the President the 
privilege of sending such a 


message.

Heinzen, who arrived in New

“We can consider the war vir- 
tually ended in Europe this year,” 
Heinzen predicted. “Hitler lost it 
at Stalingrad, because the Rus- 
sians kept. him from getting to 
the Baku oil fields and the Ukrain- 
ian bread-basket, with which he 
could have gone on forever. 


BREAKS WITH GENERALS 
“Hitler’s generals broke with 
him. then,” Heinzen continued, 
“because he took full command 
and refused to follow their ad- 
vice when they wanted him to 
ull out of Stalingrad and by-pass 
t. Hitler couldn’t bear to lose a 
battle. Since that defeat,” he 


» pointed out, “the German army 


has never won a battle.” 

Heinzen anticipates that the 
military leaders, backed by the 
Junkers and industrialists, will 
seek a negotiated peace before Al- 
lied armies cross the boundaries 
of Germany. He hopes the Allies 
will demand unconditional sur- 
render, however, and that they 
will drive on into Germany, as 
Gen. Pershing had planned to do 
in the last war. 

“Germany must be totally dis- 
armed,” Heinzen emphasized. “A 
major problem in the years to 
come will be the 11,000,000 Hitler 
youth who are 100 per cent Nazi. 
Unless Germany is totally dis- 
armed, these 11,000,000 potential 
enemies will be fighting another 
war 25 years from now.” 

IREE WEAKNESSES 

Discussing the present situation 
in Germany, Heinzen named as 
Hitler’s three greatest weaknesses 
his lack of manpower, oil, and air 
supremacy. 

“The Russian campaign bled 
the army,” Heinzen pointed out, 
“until there is now a hole in Ger-

It is believed here that the Japa- 
nese army leaders are bitter over 
what they apparently regard as 
the navy‘s unwillingness to fight, 
and the navy is opposed to what 
it regards as a mistaken army pol- 
icy which might destroy the fleet. 

This belief is supported by un- 
guarded references recently in the 
Japanese radio propaganda and by 
occasional hints given by German 
correspogdents in Tokyo. 

NAVY HAS LITTLE CHOICE 

The naval policy means that gar- 
risons in many arm outposts, such 
as those on Saipan and Guam, can 
never escape when attacked, and 
must either surrender or die. 

The navy has little choice in the 
present policy. Naval leaders, 
they insist, have avoided battle 
with the United States forces not 
through cowardice or incompetence 
but because they want to save the 
fleet for a decisive battle under 
favorable circumstances, which

must include adequate air protec-| 


tion. Because Japan cannot match 
the United States in building air- 
craft carriers, the navy cannot risk 
a big battle without support of 
land-based planes, and the Japs 
will apparently continue to avoid 
a battle until the United States 
Navy is prepared to meet it on the 
Japs’ chosen ground. 

This is the apparent meaning to 
references in the Japanese propa- 
ganda that the navy is replying on 
“judo” tactics—the system of Japa- 
nese wrestling whereby the strong- 
er man often is defeated by being 
caught out of position.

Face Checkup 


An estimated 500,000 motorists 
in the southeast are facing a tem- 
porary suspension of their “B” or 
“C” gasoline rations for “home- 


to-work” driving as the OPA 
launches a program to eliminate 
“one-passenger” automobiles from 
streets and highways. 


Effective August 1, only motor: 
ists who have forme or are par- 
ticipating in car-sharing clubs and 
have as many as four riders for 
all trips will be allowed “B” or 
“C” gasoline rations for “home 
to-work” driving, the OPA an- 
nounced. 

Ration boards have been au- 
thorized to refuse to issue full sup- 
plementa! gasoline rations for mo- 
torists who have not organized a 
full-car club. 

Under the plan, drivers who do 
not have full ride-sharing arrange- 
ments will be given a “B” or “C” 
supplementary rations for a period 
of 30 days and during that period 
they will be expected to recruit 
their car clubs to ful! strength. If. 
they fail at the end of 30 days 
they may expect their supple- 
mentary rations to be cut off, OPA 
pointed out. 

Exceptions will be made only if 
the driver convinces the local 
board that he cannot participate 
in a car pool and does not have 
alternative transportation. 

Motorists holding ‘‘B” or “C” 
rations now and depending on 
spontaneous pickups en route to 
work or home to fill the car will 
not be considered for a renewal 
of their present rations unless the 
full-load is organized for Mee 
trip, it was explainec.

The Future 
Of Our Politics 


What about the future of American politics? 

Will we plod along with the two-party sys- 
tem, including as each party does, a conservative 
and liberal group? 


Or is the pattern of our politics changing before our very eyes 
but so slowly, as all great changes come, that we cannot see it? 


It is impossible to ignore the facts of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic conventions. The Republican convention was not too im- 
portant in that it was attended by a vast majority of men who 
wanted to win and who would take the candidate most likely to 
win—Tom Dewey. Democrats had the same situation as to Mr. 
Roosevelt, but the convention saw a hot fight. 


But one must keep in mind that within the Republican party 
there was a dissenting Willkie group and another force staunchly 
behind Gov. Stassen. 

Also, and while this pains the supporters of Mr. Dewey it is 
nonetheless true, two great forces behind the scenes at the Re- 
publican convention were John L. Lewis, of the United Mine Work- 
ers, and Big Bill Hutcheson, of the American Federation of Labor 
Carpenters’ International.

R Factors in Revolt 
Of German Generals 


While the world outside of Germany still 
knows little in the way of reliable facts of the 
révolt of the generals in the German army, there 

a are some influences with which we are familiar 
which, on a little, simple and logical analysis, explain this outbreak. 

In the first place, we must know that, so far at least, Hitler and 
his Nazis, Himmler and his SS troops, have been able to smash 
the revolt. The Nazis are still in control. For they, evidently, still 
control all channels of information going out of Germany. If the 
rebellion had won any measure of success, the rebels would at least 
have seized a radio station or two in order to tell of that success. 

However, there are self-evident reasons behind the revolt led 
by a group of German generals of the Junker class. 

These men are the hard, ruthless, utterly cruel military officers 
who consider war the normal condition for mankind. War-making 
is their profession and they are ever eager to engage in that pro- 
fession so long as they believe they can be victorious. They care no 
more for the helpless victims of their aggression than they care for 
the slaughter of rabbits and they care little more, if any, for the 
lives of the ordinary German soldiers under their command. Indi- 
viduals in and out of uniform are but the pawns in the frightful 
game they revel in playing. 

And, the important thing to remember, is that they do not con- 
sider one war a separate undertaking from another. In their dis- 
torted minds there is always a war, with Germany fighting toward 
the goal they see of complete German mastery of all the world. 
The intervals between wars they regard merely as armistices, ar- 
ranged so they may prepare for the next campaign. 


HOW THEY REASON They know they have lost the present 


conflict in so far as the actual fields 

of battle count. But secretly they consider they have won. Won 

because they have in their power between 10 and 15 million of 

Europe’s best manpower, transported into their own country as 

slave labor. “Furthermore, they have so drained the occupied coun- 

tries of food that for generations to come the peoples of those — 

e 

generation of children now eking out existence in the regions con- 

trolled by Germany can never recover fully from the physical 
handicap of an ill-fed childhood, 

So, the Junker army caste, in Germany, counts these gains and 
coldly calculates that Europe is fatally weakened, a ripe and easy 
victim for the next phase in their continuing war—to come in 
another 25 years or so. Germany has drained that essential food 
for the feeding of her own people and you may be sure the children 
of Germany are well nourished compared to those of their victim 
lands, 

And, too, by wholesale murder, they have wiped out entire popu- 
lations, in such lands as Poland and Czechoslovakia and Greece, 
so decimated these wretched peoples it will require generations to 
restore them to national strength sufficient to defend themselves 
against future attack. 

And so, defeated in actual battle but the gainers in comparative 
national strength and stamina, the German Junkers would, if they 
could, end the fighting today, before their own country is weakened 
in equal degree with the others. . 

Whereas Hitler and his Nazis would fight to the bitter and in- 
evitable end, committing a sort of national hari-kari. It is the 
clash of these two schools of thought that brought about the revolt. 


ANOTHER CONSIDERATION There is another important 


consideration when analyz- 
ing the Junker views of today. 

Most of these Junker officers are of that class called “landed 
gentry.” They are cold, arrogant, strutting aristocrats, in their 
own evaluation superior beings to arry other humans, in or out of 
Germany. They live on great estates, supported in feudal style 
by the workers on those estates. 

More of those Junker estates are located in East Prussia than 
in any other part of Germany. More and larger and wealthier. 

They see the Russian armies approaching ever nearer to their 
own possessions in East Prussia. They know the Red armies de- 
light in nothing so well as destroying such properties, such sym- 
bols of inherited wealth. 

And thus the Junkers are willing to do anything, to sign any- 
thing, to halt the approaching storm before it sweeps qver their 
own lands. As well as to salvage all they can of German strength 
in preparations for what they envision as, in our way of evalua- 
tion, another war; in theirs, as but the next campaign in a con- 
tinuing war they mean to win if it takes centuries.

munist, and in the grant of draft 
deferments to a number of CIO 
unioneers who, by violent action, 
led strikes against American war 
plants during the life of Stalin’s 
alliance with Adolf Hitler.

SCARS But while Chairman Hannegan emerges from the con- 
vention with a distinct feather in his cap, reflecting the 
fresh laurels he has won in steering a vice presidential candidate 
to victory, he has not escaped without some scars. Not only the 
friends of Vice President Wallace, but the supporters of Sen. Bark- 
ley and Speaker Rayburn, to name only two of the opposing can- 
didate, were highly indignant over his management of party affairs. 
It is a traditional requirement of all national party chairmen 
that the holder of the office maintain an impartial attitude between 
competing candidates, In the present case it was highly improper 
for him to interest himself in the fortunes of any one of the several 
men seeking the vice presidential nomination. 

He would only have been justified in promoting the candidate 
of his own choice if he had been directed to do so by President 
sige He: who personally selected him for the national party chair- 
manship. 

There is not the slightest bit of evidence that Mr. Roosevelt 
ever sanctioned or encouraged any of the preconvention efforts put 
forth by Hannegan in behalf of Sen. Truman. On the contrary, 
there are reasons to believe that Mr. Roosevelt was peeved and 
somewhat critical of the Hannegan undercover maneuvers. 

Certainly the President must have been embarrassed in some 
degree by all that was done. In the face of the President's letter 
indorsing Vice President Wallace for ronomination, Hannegan went 
about the convention quietly assuring various group leaders that 
Truman was the real choice of the White House. By employing 
those tactics he succeeded in making his man the center of oppo- 
sition to Wallace. 


BARKLEY VIEW Now, as the Barkley people see it, this 

second letter from the President was evi- 
dently inspired by Hannegan himself, who wished to use it for his 
own purposes. It was pointed out that Hannegan could easily have 
had Mr. Roosevelt extend his presidential blessings to other of the 
candidates, certainly including the majority leader of the senate and 
the speaker of the house, both of whom are on the closest working 
arrangements with the White House. 

But Hannegan was playing the Truman game. He purposely 
arranged to have the presidential blessing limited to his candidate 
and another who was never regarded as having much chance in 
the competition. 

At least that is the way the friends of Sen. Barkley and some 
of the other candidates regard the situation. They haven't said 
much openly, but beneath the surface they are as sore as a boil, 
And with complete justification, it might be added. 

Naturally, Vice President Wallace’s friends feel the same way 
about it. They are convinced that their candidate would have won 
hands down but for the unjustifiable intervention of the national 
party chairman. 

Mr. Hannegan, therefore, begins his new tenure as chairman of 
the national Democratic committee under something of a handicap. 
The various group leaders whom he has grieviously offended will 
go along with him well enough during the campaign. But once the 
November election is over they will be out gunning for his calp. 

He will have to show more tact and better judgment in the 
future if he is to survive the animosities that have been built up 
against him.

It is known everywhere that he has consisently proved himself a 
friend of the average man and woman in his own country. 

To those who know Mr. Henry Wallace's background and an- 
cestry, it is no surprise that he has inherited both idealism and 
the ability to fight for the things in which he believes. His grand- 
father had that same ability. There is no question in my mind 
but that Henry Wal!ace would rather be defeated in a fight which 


he had undertaken than trim his sails or disavow a belief which 
he held. There is integrity and pride in all the Wallaces back of 
him, and history wil) record no lack of these qualities in the present- 
day Wallace because of the years which he has spent in Washington. 


Men of the weaker fiber might be changed by contacts with 
g0 many people who are ever ready to point out the things that 
are expedient and the reasons why it is so much easier to make 
friends with certain types of people than it is to fight them. The 
fundamental qualities which were in Henry Wallace when he came 
to Washington as secretary of agriculture are as strong as ever. 
He believes in the rights of people—all the people, not just a few. 
He is an economist and he has a practical mind. At times, to meet 
existing circumstances, he has to accept certain modifications of 
his own objectives, but never has he changed his goal. 

Mr. Wallace has made far more of the office of vice president 
than most men have been able to make in the past. When he has 
thought things worth doing, he has done them, no matter how much 
it cost him personally. I don’t remember hearing that our former 
vice president, while in office, learned two new languages, and yet 
Henry Wallace learned Spanish just to talk to the people of Cen- 
tral and South America in their own language. He made a greater 
contribution to our good-neighbor policy by doing this. When he 
reached Siberia, he was able to speak in Russian. Anyone who 
travels in foreign countries knows what it means to the people of 
a country to hear a stranger speak their language, and they know 
also how much more quickly one can learn about a new country 
if one can speak to people in their own tongue. 

For this latest-trip and the friendship which he developed for 
us among the people of Russia and China, we, the people of the 
United States, owe him our deepest gratitude. As he has told us,

Use Cool, Soapy Water - 
To Disinfect Thermometer 


By Dr. William Brady. 


!ple is by boiling it for five min 
utes. Or hold it in gas or alcohol 
flame for a second or two. Or if 
these means are inconvenient, just 
plunge it into a coke of wet soap 
and go ahead with the surgery. 


Whenever you want to sterilize 
cloths for any purpose, even for 
use in or about the field of an op- 
eration, ordinary laundering and 
ironing will serve the purpose as 
well as the most imposing steam 
pressure apparatus. A_ suitable 
sterile compress or pad to apply 
to a wound either for pressure to. 
stop bleeding or as a protective 
dressing, is a freshly laundered 
and ironed handkerchief or any 
similar piece of cloth. When we 
speak of a sterile surface we mean 
that the surface is free from dis- 
ease-causing germs. 


It is practically impossible to 
sterilize the skin of the hands or 
the skin of the area of an opera- 
tion. The technique followed by 
surgeons is thorough hand scrub- 
bing with plain soap and water 
and then the wearing of rubber 
gloves—the rubber glove surface 
can be sterilized by heat. The 
skin of the operation area is 
scrubbed with plain soap and wa- 
ter, dried, and painted once only 
with tincture of iodine. 


That brings us face to face with 
a question which I, for one, would 
prefer to evade a little longer. But 
if you insist I suppose I must 
make up my mind about it. Please 
let me have a few more days to 
mull it over and then I’ll give my 
opinion regarding the use of iodine 
as a first-aid disinfectant or anti- 
septic.

Lamb for 
Two Persons 


By Sally Saver. 


For the woman who markets 
and cooks for only two, the choice 
of meat these days in often a 
problem. She used to rely mainly 


upon small steaks and chops. The 
steaks cost heavily in points if 
available at all and _ chops, if 
available are tiresome if served 
too often. We find a good deal 


since the small family cannot 
have a roast leg of lamb unless 
there is company, suppose we see 
what cuts we might choose for a 
family of two and how to prepare 
them. You might, for example, 
have lamb cutlets with currant 
jelly or mint sauce, a_ savory 
ragout of lamb with vegetables, 
an individual roast made from 
very thick boned loin chops, or 
lamb pot-pie, or braised breast 
of lamb, or lamb stew, only to 
mention some of the possibilities. 
And here are some recipes based 
upon servings for two persons: 


LAMB CUTLETS 

Buy 2 or 3 cutlets from the 
lower part of the leg or from the 
round-bone section of the shoul- 
der. Have them cut a scant half- 
inch thick. Slash the outer rim 
to each cutlet so it will not curl 
up in cooking. Grease a heavy 
frying pan and then put about 2 
tablespoons water in it. Heat 
water to the boiling point. Sprin- 
kle cutlets with salt, pepper and 
a little flour and place them in 
the frying pan. Cover and cook 
gently for 40 minutes, turning 
them once. By the time they are 
done the water will have evap- 
orated and the cutlets will be a 
rich moist brown. Remove to a 
hot platter, add % cup hot water 
to the pan and stir until it boils. 
Into it stir a tablespoonful of cur- 
rant jelly or mint jelly, let boil 
up once and pour over the chops. 


RAGOUT OF LAMB WITH 
VEGETABLES 

Buy 1% pounds lean breast of 
lamb and have it cut in small 
pieces. Roll lamb in flour, salt 
and pepper, added, and brown it 
quickly in a little hot fat in 
saucepan. When meat is well 
brown, pour off any excess fat, 
add 1 teaspoon vinegar, % cup 
mixed diced carrots and onions, 
% cup sliced celery and % cup 
tomato juice, 1% cups cold water 
and sprig or two of parsley. You 
might add also a small pinch of 
dried basil and marjoram. Cover 
and cook very slowly for 1% 
hours, Then add % cup canned 
or fresh pease and cook 20 min- 
utes longer. Thicken the gravy 
slightly if necessary, and serve 
the ragout (pronounced ra-goo, 
short a) in a deep dish garnished 
with toast points and minced 
parsley. 


INDIVIDUAL LAMB ROASTS 

Buy thick loin lamb chops, cut 
2% to 3 inches thick. Have the 
bone removed and tie chops 
around with a string or fasten 
with a skewer. Rub meat with 
a cut piece of garlic, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and place 
in small roasting pan. Do not 
add water, and roast in moderate 
oven 350 degrees about 45 min- 
utes, basting twice during cook- 
ing with a tablespoon of hot wa- 
ter. When done arrange on hot 
platter, garnish with parsley and 
serve with a brown gravy made 
from drippings in the pan, thick- 
ened with 1 jeaspoonful of flour 
smoothed in 44 cup of water. 
Pickled peaches or spiced crab-|- 
apples is a happy accompaniment 
to this dish. 


LAMB CROQUETTES 


Put enough cold roast lamb 
through the food chopper to make 
4 cups, loosely packed. Melt 4 
tablespoons butter in a small sauce- 
pan and add 1 tablespoon minced 
onion, 2 tablespoons minced pars- 
ley and 1-4 cup finely cut celery. 
Cover the pan and cook slowly 
for 8 minutes. Then add 4 table- 
spoons flour, mix, add 1 cup milk 
or any leftover gravy with enough 
milk to make 1 cup in all. Cook 
until boiling and thick. Remove 
from the fire and stir in the chop- 
ped. meat and enough salt to 
season. Spread the mixtvre on a 
plate and let stand until perfectly 
cold. Then shape into small ob- 
long croquettes and roll each one 
in very fine dry breadcrumbs. 
Beat 1 egg and mix with 1 table- 
spoon cold water. Roll the cro- 
quettes in the beaten egg and then 
again in fine breadcrumbs. Fry in 
deep fat heated to 375-390 degrees 
or until it will brown a cube of 
bread in 1 minute. When the cro- 
quettes are golden brown, remove 
from the fat, and drain on soft 
paper—a paper towel is excellent. 
Serve very hot.

RALEIGH, N. C., July 24.—(f) 
In a statement upholding ceiling 
prices announced last week for 
flue-cured tobacco, T. S. Johnson, 
director of the Raleigh district of 
the OPA, said today that leaf to- 
bacco prices are “bordering now 
on levels above which an upward 
adjustment in (package) cigaret 
prices might have to be made.” 

The OPA’s 1944 ceiling of 39 
cents on Georgia-Florida markets 
and 43 1-2 cents for Carolinas-Vir- 
ginia flue-cured markets “were set 
at this level in order to avoid, if 
possible, an increase in the retail 
price of cigarets,” he said.
